Secretary of War Explains that He

Southerners to Feel That They Are 


. In Close Relations With Him 


Chicago, March 10.—Secretary of 


War Dickinson appeared before the 
Iroquois club, a Democratic organiza- 
tion, last night and made his first 
formal address since his appointment 
by President Taft. 


Mr. 
Dickinson's 
presence 
before 


this body was objected to last week 
by 
former 
Mayo" Dunne on 
the 


ground of "inconsistency." The sec- 
retary said in his speech: 


"As publicity has been given to a 


protest made on political grounds, I 
feel that it will not be indelicate for 
me to refer to my own status. 
For 


nearly forty years, and much of that 
time with great activity, I have been 
in the ranks of the Democratic party. 
I have never sought of it the reward 
of office, nor any other benefits, di- 
rect or indirect. 
Like many south- 


ern men, I have at times disapproved 
its policies, but on account of local 
conditions, did not actively .oppose it. 


"t is a misfortune to the south, a 


misfortune to the whole country, that 
inexorable conditions were such that 
differences on all other questions have 
been subordinated to one question. 
When such action of those best quali- 
fied to represent their 
people 
ex- 


tended throughout so long a period 
•and so constant^, it would be like in- 
dicting a nation to affirm that it was 
either unwise or unpatriotic. 


"On. account of these causes, all 


of the southern states at the last elec- 
tion cast their electoral votes against 
President Taft, as they have hitherto 
done with respect to other epublicai: 
presidential 
candidates. 
Therefore, 


politically, there was 
no bond be- 


tween him and the southern states. 
He is now, after the battle has been 
fought, entering upon the duties, ol 
his office as president of the entire 
country. 
He has been much in the

the. office, it would not have fulfilled 
the purpose he had in mind. 
If he 


had selected a Democrat who had 
voted for him, there would have been 
room lor carping criticism to say, 
however unjustly, that the appoint- 
ment had been tendered and accepted 
as a reward for such support. 


"I am confident that the great pur- 


pose of lhe president was to estab- 
lish the relationship I have indicated. 
It would belittle the broad patriotism 
which Inspired him to assume that 
his purpose was to achieve political 
results. 


"Having accepted the position-in his

Four unusual papers on the tasks, 


methods and purposes of the Grange 
were presented on Monday night be- 
fore (he John F. Hill Grange in Eliot, 
as follows: 
The National Grange, What It is to 


the United States 


The Grange, as an organi/ation, is 


still young. 
It dates its birth from 


that most eventful and dangerous time 
in. our national history, the reconstruc- 
tion period. 


ft seems strange that two 
of 
the 


controlling forces that have done the 
most for rural progress should have 
had their inception so very near to- 
gether, arid during the nation's dark- 
est days. Yet -it is true that the pass- 
ing of the land grant college act and 
the foundation of the Grange organi- 
zation both date from that period. 


In 1S6C, 0. H. Kelly of the depart- 


ment of agriculture at 
Washington, 


was commissioned by President John- 
son to • travel through the 
southern 


states and report upon the agricultur- 
al and mineral resources. 
He was 


shocked at conditions, and especially, 
with the demoralization of the farm- 
ing population, consequent, upon the 
changes made by the civil war. There 
was also serious dissatisfaction among 
the farmers of the west and north- 
west in regard to alleged heavy rates 
'and unjust discrimination (made by 
railway companies in their transpor- 
tation of farmers' products. 
He hit 


upon the idea of organization for so- 
cial and educational purposes, 
as a 


means for these people to better their 
condition. 


An ardent Mason himself, he thought 


a society similar to the Masonic order 
would make a permanent society for 
the agriculturist. 


Through the efforts of Mr. Kelly's 


niece, Miss Caroline Hall of Boston, 
women were admitted 
to 
the 
full 


knowledge of the mysteries of the or- 
der. Mr. Kelly's motto is well worth 
a place in every Grange hall in the 
land, "Esto Perpetue," Be thou perpet- 
ual. 
This and the phrase 
that 
he 


used to interest others, in his work, 
"The diligent man shall prosper, he 
shall stand before kings," formed the 
real gniding.star for the higher Grange 
ideals. 


On returning to 
Washington 
Mr. 


Kelly took six immortals into his con- 
fidence, and at1 the end of two years 
they had constructed 
a 
constitution 


providing for a national, state, coun- 
ty, and district organisation, and a 
ritual with seven degrees, 
and

name Patron of Husbandry given to 
the body in general.

The most convincing proof, of the 


far reaching effect of the Grange move- 
ment for better roads is found in the 
fact that for the first time the National 
platforms of the two great political 
parties contained planks favoring road 
improvement. 
This remarkable pro- 


gress, as compared with a few years 
ago,, when the subject was ignored hy 
both parties, can justly, be credited to 
the public sentiment created by the 
persistent agitation of the Grange. 


The. financial conditions which pre- 


vailed during a period of five or six 
months at the end of 1907 and the be- 
ginning of 100S served to direct pub- 
lic attention to the necessity for re- 
forms in our hanking system, and-to 
show the importance of the Grange 
proposition for postal savings banks.
